BATTLE OF V E R D U N 


History has nothing like 
the 
so- 


called battle of Verdun, which is'not 
really a battle and yet is not a siege. 
For over three months the Germans 
have been hammering at this strong 
French fortress, with its outstanding 
forts and batteries covering an 
area 


of fifteen square miles, roughly speak- 
ing. 
During this time the 
Germans 


have made gains, approaching approx- 
imately five miles nearer the city than 
they were at the start. 
The 
allies 


have declared repeatedly that the of- 
fensive lias failed, but this the Ger- 
mans deny. They claim 
that 
their 


gains have been consistent and delib- 
erate, and they still are attacking in 


semi-circle, north, south and east. 


It is claimed that they can win, if they 
keep up the tremendous rain of am- 
munition and can stand the drain in 
men. The defence has been as gallanl 
as the offensive, and Verdun will not 
be given up until every inch of the 
ground has been contested. What the 
outcome will he cannot now be fore- 
casted, or what tho result of Verdun's 
fall might be. Undoubtedly the Ger- 
mans have built great hopes on the 
success of their efforts, 
though 
the 


taking of Verdun does not necessarily 
mean that the Germans can pierce the 
lines of the French and English de- 
fenders. Owing to the length of the 
-ittack and the determination shown 
by both sides, students of the war feel 
that the fate of Verdun may be decisive 
in the last stage of the war just as the 
battle ot the Marne shaped it in the 
early stages. But the capture of Ver- 


she Is In full accord with the alms of 
(he allies and has taken action against 
any suggestion of a separate 
peace,

By taking one side against 


her traditional foe. Italy has escaped 
the uncertainty of Greece, but she has 
not done any fighting of the kind that 
gets into the largo type on the front 
pages. She is probably willing to keep 
Austria busy until the allies name 
their terms—hoping to get a generous 
slice in the apportionment of contest- 
ed territory, but Austria seems to have 
tired of passive resistance and Italy 
may have to do more than she bar- 
gained for.

Cong, Rogers Led Hearing on an 


Appeal From Craighill's Report 
r-Mn Warden's Address 


Special to The Sun 


WASHINGTON', D. C, May 
23,—A 


hearing was given this morning to me a 
from Lowell. Lawrence, HavcrhiU, Ncw- 
fouryport and Amesbury ,on an appeal 
from the adverse report of Lieut.-Col. 
W. J3. Cralghtll concerning the project 
for Ihc ftjderul government to construct 
a ship channel in the Merrlmack river 
from Lowell to the eca. 


The hearing was 
held 
before the 


board of appeal of the engineer corps 
of the United States army. The repre- 
sentatives of each city presented sep- 
arate appeals and 
arguments 
were 


made also by Hon. William S, McNary, 
chairman of the harbors 
and lands 


commission of Massachusetts and En- 
gineer William Williams of that same 
commission as well as by Congressmen 
Rogers. PheJan and Gardner. 


While the Massachusetts men object- 


ed strenuously to Col. CratghlU's ad- 
verse report as not justified, the re- 
quest was made that the additional re- 
port of Col. AV. E. Abbot, district en- 
gineer, through whom Col. 
CraighlH 


reported, be 
considered. 
Col. Abbot 


suggested that the federal government 
might have a proportionate interest in 
the Merrimack river project without 
agreeing to undertake the entire cost. 


If his suggestion is acted upon fa- 


vorably Col. CraighilPs report will be 
returned to him for further considera- 
tion as to the actual percentage of the 
entire cost which could 
properly be 


spent by the federal government. 


CoD£rc.s»ninn Hosers 


Congressman Rogers conducted the 


hearing and made the principal plea. 
He said the project warranted federal 
aid and he believed 'the estimated cost 
too high and that by eliminating the 
item for connecting the channel with 
the pool above Lowell, one half the 
cost could'be saved. He said the Mer- 
rimack valley had annual commerce ol 
five milh'on tons of which 1,500,000 is 
coal- 
If • the channel were deepened 


and coal reached the .valley cities b> 
water the cost would be 50 cents a ton 
legs and if only one half tho, coal cam*; 
by water the government would save 
$400,000 annually. He referred to th 
good 'faith shov/iT"by 'the state in ap- 
propriating one' million 
dollars and 


redictcd more . appropriations when 


needed. 
He expressed the belief that 


he federal government should- pay 3, 
'air proportion of the cost and be- 
ieved lumber, cotton, wool,.cement and 
oilier commodities would be brought 
cheaper by water, to Lowell and that 
he channel should be such that Low- 
ell's finished products could start down 
he Merrlmack to "the markets of the 
world. He quoted Col. Craighlll, say- 
ng the proposed improvements were 
worth ten million to the valley cities 
and cited Craighill's statement to show 
the value of the proposed work 
as 


worthy of federal assistance. 


Other Speakers Heard

ve convincing, figures, "and claimed 


that Craighill's. report was not war- 
ranted by the - facts. 
He stated that

tive of the future of the cities ot' the 
Mcrrimaek valley. 


In the search for Information the 


Lowell board of trade has collected the 
following facts which principally gov- 
ern our own attitude toward the proj- 
ect. 


On March 24, 1915, the manufactur- 


ers of Lowell were invited to meet 
and discuss the river project. 
Practi- 


cally all the mill agents in Lowell re- 
sponded and with them came Mr. Hi- 
ram F. Mills, engineer for the Locks 
and Canals. Mr. Mills acted as spokes- 
man foe those present and read a doc- 
ument which ho 
subsequently filed 


with Col. Craighiil. He

posed the project and presented his 
reasons. At the conclusion

presentation of the case he was asked 
If. In his opinion, tho river channel 
would affect (he present water power 
at Lowell. 
He replied that it would 


not. He further stated that the river 
channel and a suitable connection of 
its terminus with the 
manufacturing 


centers in Lowell could be easily ac- 
complished. Basing our opinions 
on 


these two principal factors, for we had 
no desire to impair the facilities with 
which 
our 
existing industries were 


operating, we have presented to your 
engineer an 
accumulation 
of 
data 


bearing on the commercial value of 
the Merrimack river channel. In 
his 


report on these Col. Craighill takes the 
position that the river channel would 
not be valuable in a business way, yet 
when he met a committee of 
Lowell 


men on August 5, 1915. he "assured us 
that he had no hesitation in saying to 
us that the channel would be 
worth 


$10,000,000 
to the valley cities 
and 


towns. 
The whole question seems to 


hinge on just what is the valid in- 
terest of the federal government in 
this project. Our answer to that is 
the immense total of commerce in the 
Merrimack 
valley, the 
existence of 


several large cities and many thriving 
towns and the very evident tendency 
of our section to expand commercially. 
Furthermore we argue that the federal 
government policy has led us to ex-

BATTLE OF VERDUN 


History has nothing like 
the so- 


called battle of Verdun, which is not 
really a battle and yet is not a siege. 
For over three months the Germans 
have been hammering at this strong 
French fortress, with its outstanding 
forts and batteries covering an area, 
of fifteen square miles, roughly speak- 
ing. During this time the 
Germans 


have made gains, approaching approx- 
imately five miles nearer the city' than 
they were at the start. 
The allies 


have declared repeatedly that the. of- 
fensive has failed, but this the Ger- 
mans deny. They claim 
that 
their 


gains have been consistent and delib- 
erate, and they still are attacking in 
a semi-circle, north, south and east. 
It is claimed that they can win, if they 
keep up the tremendous rain of am- 
munition and can stand the drain in 
men. The defence has been as gallant 
as the offensive, and Verdun will not 
be given up until every inch of the 
ground has been contested. 
What the 


outcome will be cannot now be fore- 
casted, or what the result of Verdun's 
fall might be. Undoubtedly the Ger- 
mans have built great hopes on the 
success of their efforts, 
though 
the 


taking of Verdun does not necessarily 
mean that the Germans can pierce the 
lines of the French and English de- 
fenders. Owing to the length of the 
attack and the determination shown 
by both sides, students of the war feel 
that the fate of Verdun may be decisive 
in the last stage of the war just as the 
battle of the Marne shaped it in the 
early stages. But the, capture of Ver- 
dun would be but a. 
moral 
victory 


for Germany and another proof such 


was furnished at Antwerp-that no 


she is in full accord with the aims of 
the allies and has taken action against 
any suggestion of a separate 
peace,, 


sho seems to be watching 
only her 


own indiyidual interests throughout 
the war. 
By taking one side against 


her traditional foe, Italy has 
escaped 


the uncertainty of Greece, but she has 
not done any fighting of the kind that 
gets into tho large type on the front 
pages. She Is probably willing to keep 
Austria 
busy until the allies name 


their terms—hoping to get a generous 
slice in the apportionment of contest, 
ed territory, but Austria seems to have 
tired of passive resistance and Italy 
may have to do more than she bar- 
gained for. 


BUSINESS NOW NORMAL 


Although there is as yet no diminu- 


tion In the volume of American busi- 
ness, it Is getting down to a 
more 


secure basis, War orders are falling 
off, and the manufacturing and trad- 
Ing Is akin to that of the days before 
the war. 
This will bring a decided 


sense of relief in business and finan- 
cial circles, because it was feared that 
the falling off 
in war orders would 


mean a reduction In 
prosperity. We 


are now seeing the silver lining of the 
clouds of our days of depression be- 
cause America was 
conservative

the early days of the war and avoided 
overstocking "in all lines.

The prev- 
alt-ncy of typhoid fever, due undoubt- 
edly to the water, led to the construc-

plant, 
from 


which we get water today. The fol- 
lowing editorial on tho subject of th-i 
water conditions appeared In The Sur 
of quarter ot" a century ago: 
"The board ot trade has undertaken 


the study of the city water with a view 
to helping tho water board to arrive a 
a correct folution of the present dlrri 
cully. 
To provide pure water from a 


contaminated source is the problem t 
be solved. The board is confident tha 
Feme of the systems of filtration now 
on the. market will accomplish the de- 
sired object, but as tha microbes are 
capable of passing through fine clotli, 
it Is not likely that any niter will ex- 
tract them from the water supply. It 
is dtflicult to say whether the filtering 
process will have the

Down at Ilaggett's pond. Ihe Andover 
EUthorities will arrest anybody they

river for over a week. In such cases, 
of course, the water board Is directly 
responsible for the consequent contam- 
ination.
